The r 
began by referring to a telegram which he sent 
< fore coming in answer to tbo-cuminun ication 
of the committee inviting im tothe state, and 
said he was not here for the purpose of discuss- 
ing either of the gentlemen who are candidates 
before the people, and that he expected to re- 
turn south without doing so. He assared them 
that should either candidate come to Georgia, 
they would be met with open arms as well as 
any other distinguished democrat or republican. 
Hie eniphasized the point, saying that sooner 
barriers between the two states were broken 
down, the sooner the citizens of this and that 
state become acquainted with the views of 
each other the better it would be for all. The 
speaker apparently felt called upon to defend 
himself against criticisms of the press since his 
arrival in the state, and proceeded to do so, 
explaining that his life is an open book, no 
page of which he wasafraid to have thoroughly 
Inspected. In April, 1865, he had gathered 
around him the remnants of the right of .Lee’s 
urmy at Appomattox, before the smoke of the 
battle had cleared away, and told his comrades 
that the war was over; that the union was res- 
tored and the president sustained. With the 
parole of that great captain, Grant, in his 
pocket, he went home to keep the peace and 
obey the laws, and he had done so, 

Governor Gordon then entered upon the dis- 
cussion of sectional passion and prejudices and 
inquired the excuse for keeping it alive, and 
the effect of it upon the country. The impres- 
rion had gained ground that the white people 
of southern cities were opposing the negroes 
of those states, If trne, they deserved the 
sontempt of the people of the north, and if not 
so, there was a great wrong being done some- 
where.

In this connection he explained the report of 
the investigating committee of congress, before 
which he testitied when the congressional 
committee were inquiring into the kuklux. He 
explained that he belonged to @ private organ- 
ization which wes formed among the best citi- 
zens for the protection ef their homes and 
their families. This was for the purpose of 
protecting themselves against bad men who had 
. tome among them after the war. Citizens, and ' 
especially those who had held any character 
yi office under the confederacy, were disfran- 
thised and a mass of ignorant colored people 
were given the ballot and result was that offi- 
cers, courts and their entire protection were 
taken away from them by carpet-baggers.

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HEROISM OF A SOUTHERN WOMAN. 


A Negro Cabin Takes Fire—A White Lady , 


Breaks Downthe Doorand Rescues 
a Sick Child Within. 


Cotvmsta, 8. C., October 31.—[Special.]— , 


A special from Pickens reports an act of hero- 
ism on the part of a well-known lady of that 
county. A few nights since a négro family, 
living on the plantation of George W. Cox, 
locked their sick child in their cabin and went 
of toa revival meeting, about twe miles dis- 
tant. During their absence the cabin caught 
on fire, and the flames were discovered by Mrs. 
Sallie Cox, whose husband was absent from 
home. 

Mrs. Cox knew that tlie sick child was locked 
up; So, without summoning any assistance, 
she procured an ax, broke oyen the door, 
rushed into the burning cabin, picked up the 
helpless and almost suffocated child and ran 
out with it; but as she reached the threshold a 
part of the burning wall fell upon her and 
knocked her down. She held close to the 
child, however, and shielded it from the fire 
by weapping a part of her dress around it. Her 
husband fortunetely arrived upon the scene 
and rescued her from the flames. The brave 


woman saved the child, but ineurred such 80-_, 


vere burns that she is not expected to live. 
. A TRAGEDY IN MISSISSIPPI, 


A Young Man Shoots a Negro Woman ina 
Court Room. 

New Orieans, October 31.—A special from 
Coffeeville, Miss., says: News has just been 
received here of a terrible tragedy, which oc- 
curred in Airmount, a small village 12 miles 
east of this place last Saturday evening. On 
Friday, Mag Sherman, colored, appeared 
fore the proper official and swore out a warrant 
charging that Sell Boyle, a young white man 
of the neighborhood, had the night béfore, 
broken into her house and indecently as- 
saulted both herself and her _ eight- 
year-old daughier. Boyle was arrested 
and carried to Airmount, on Saturday af 
ternoon, all the way protesting his innocence, 
The trial was called about three o’clock and 
all were assembled in the court room. The 


woman, after being sworn, proceeded to tell” 


her stery, occasionally interpolating with such 
expressions as: 

“God knows he is the man, °2~.d he knows it 
himself. I saw him plainly when he seized 
hold of me and it was surely Sell Boyle.”’ 

As all the sickening details came out the 
young man’s face began to grow pale, and as 
the woman concluded her testimony, Boyle 
stepped forward and drawing his revolver shot 

her through the heart. As the woman was 

falling, he fired at her again, the ball this time 
penetrating her brain. Flourishing his pistol, 
the young man made his way to the door, where 
he was joined by William Pato, another young 
man who was related to him. Pato,with a drawn 
revolver kept the crowd at bay until Boyle 
could mount his horse and escape. The woman 
was killed instantly, and up to this time the 
murderer has not been arrested.

OIL MILLS BURNED. 


Large Fire in Cincinnati—The Flames Else- 
where. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, October 31.—Great con- 
flagration was in progress this afternoon in the 
mills of Anterican cotton seed oil company on 
east Oth atreet. The building burned wees five 
stories in height and occupied a spece of 100 
by 80 feet. The cellars, in which a large quan- 
tity of oil was stored, were formerly the Long- 
worth wine cellars. Owing to the amount of 
oil in stock, the heat was intense, and the work 
of the firemen in confining the fire to that 
building was correspondingly difficult. After 
three o'clock the thames were under control, 
Estimate of loss is $100,000, with good insur- 
ance. 

Exeter, N. H., October 31.—At: .45 o’clock 
tonight, fire started in the mule focm of the 
old mill of the Exeter Manufacturing com- 
pany. The building was about 200 by 45 feet 
and five stories high and contained twenty 
thousand spindles. The fire gained. rapid 
headway. The fire department here was 
found inadequate and help was summoned 
from Haverhill and Dover. They each re- 
sponded by sending a steamer. The two up- 
per stories of the bulding were completely 
gutted. The loss is estimated at $100,000, 
Fully insured inthe Manufacturers’ Mutual 
Assurance dompany.

THREATENED BY KUKLUX. 
A Young Man Near: Apalachicola, Fla., 


Grapples With Disguised Men. 


APALACHICOLA, Fla., October 31.—Roan 
Brown, a young white man, living in this 
county, near Doyle, has appeared before the 
county judge and made a statement that a few 
nights since a party of five white men, black- 
ened to represent negroes, appeared at his 
house with a rope to lynch him, Brown having 
been charged by rumor with the killing of one 
Hall some time since. The men entered his 
house, grappled with Brown, when he shot one 
and the others fled. 3rown has received 
several anonymous communications from sup- 
posed kuklux, the last one containing a piece 
of rope which the kuklux claim is a part of 
one Cintas to hang Brown with. Brown re- 
fuses to leave the county. He sits up during 
the entire night with a rifle between his knees. 
He has become so frightened that he is afraid 
to walk out by himself,

Assassination of a Colored Preacher. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn.,O-tober 31.—A special to 
the American says that near Sturgess, Miss. ,yes- 
terday, while a colored minister, John Depew, 
a prominent preacher and politician, was 
speaking to an emigration meeting, another 
colored man on the outside of thg house fired 
through an open window a load of buckshot, 
blowing out his brains. The murderer was 
arrested and escaped, was captured again, and 
fora second time got away. It happens that 
the preacher was about to aaeees the man who 
did the shooting for calf stealing, and he and 
his brother got up the so-called emigration 
meeting ostensibly for the purpose of discuss- 
ing Liberia as a future home, but really to get 
Depew ina place where they could murder 
him.

Great Excitement in Cork Over 
the Matter. 


EXCITING SCENES IN THE COURT ROOM. 


Conflict Between a Judge and Soliciter— 
Great Demonstrations in the 
Streets—Other Foreign News. 


Dvustrx, October 31.—The appeal of Wil 
liam O’Brien, editor of United Ireland, against 
the sentence of threé months imprisonment 
imposed on him byjthe Michelistown court, has 
been refused and the sentence of the lower 
court confirmed. 

The charge of which Mr. O'Brien was con- 
victed was of using seditions language under_| 
the crimes act at the national league meetin 
at Mitchelistown. Mr. O'Brien arnved at 
Cork this morning and was given an enthusias- 
tic reception. He started for Middleton, where 
a hearing on his appeal was to be heard, in the 
company of Messrs. Dillonand Harrington. 

A most exciting scene ensued in the court 
room at Middleton when the decision confirm- 
ing the sentence of the Mitchelistown court 
was announced. Theroom was immediately 
in an uproar, and people clustered around Mr. 
O’Brien to prevent the law ofticers from arrest- 
ing him. Mr. Harrington contended that the 
police had no right to arrest Mr. O’Brien. A. 

€rribie struggle took place in the court room 
and in the passage leading to the street be- 
tween Mr. O’Brien and his friends on one side 
and the police on the other. Ladies screamed 
and fainted and the confusion was general. 
The police finally succeeded in arresting Mr. 
O’Brien. The people remained in the street 
outside the court clamoring for the rescue of 
Mr. O’Brien and vengence upon the police. 

Cork, October 31, 3 p. m.—Advices just re- 
ceived from Middleton say the people there 
are fearfully excited over the arrest of Mr. 
O’Brien. Twenty thousand persons gathered 
around the court euse. Rioting is feared. 

On his way to Middleton Mr. O’Brien 
alighted from the train at Queenstown Junc- 
tion, where he was greeted by an immense 
crowd of league members with bands and ban- 
ners. Some of the crowd were mounted and 
all guweyed in their hats the green cards of 
mémbership of the league. A cavaleade lined 
the roadside far beyond the depot. Mr. 
O’Brien drove to Carrigwo Hill, where there 
was another imposing demonstration in his 
honor, An address was presented to him and 
in his reply Mr. O’Brien said he never saw be- 
fore such striking evidence of the unconquer- 
able spirit that animates the Irish people. 
The thought of this inspiring spectacle would 
compensate him for the wretched | three 
months he would have to spend in prison 
and for bis life-long labor for the Irish cause. 
He asked the people to show a spirit of disci- 
pline and refrain from their purpose to march 
to Middeton. Reaching Middeton there was a 
further demonstration. The police, however, 
interfered and suppressed it. Assoon as Mr, 
O’Brien entered court, the case for the crown 
was opened by Mr. Carson. Mr. O’Brien 
terrupted him and, addressing the recorder, 
volunteered-to make a statement which, he 
said, would shorten the proceedings of the 
court. He was not represented by counsel, he 
said, and he asked permission to explain why 
he was not. Mr. Carson said he objected, and 
the recorder said he preferred to hear evidence 

provingithe crown’s case. Mr. Carson then con- 
tinued for the crown. The sentence of Man- 
deville, chairman of the board of poor law 
guardians of Mitchellstown, was also confirm- 
ed, and he was taken in custody. Mandeville 
was jointly indicted with using seditious lan- 
gnage at the meeting at Mitchellstown and was 
sentenced to two months imprisonment. A 
scene in the court roem] resulted from Mr, 
O’Brien’s attempt to leave the bmnilding, in 
order to speak to his friends. The imspecter of 
police refused to let him go. Mr. O’Brien in- 
sisted on his right and had a struggle with the 
police, when they stopped him. Mr. Harring- 
ton lent him assistance, but finding it was use- 
less to resist the police, he returned to the 
solicitor’s table neal shouted for justice, declar- 
ing that Mr. O’Brien could not be legaily 
arrested, as no warrant had been signed. The 
recorder sided with Mr. Harrington, and said 
that Mr. O’Brien should go. Mr. Stokes, 
magistrate, thereupon shouted: 

‘*Do not let him go. I wille responsible for 
the consequences,”’ 

Mr. Harrington then exclaimed at the top of 
his voice: 

‘“‘See how justice is done. 
thority is detied.”’ 

There were cries of “‘Let him out,’’ and a 
fierce struggle between people and _ police 
guarding Mr. O’Brien. Meanwhile the magis- 
trate had signed the warrant for the arrest of 
Mr. O’Brien and he was removed to the rear 
of the court house in custody. 

Later O’Brien and Mandeville, guarded by 
hussars, were placed in a car. The crowd 
cheered them as they emerged from the court 
house. The police cleared the streets and pre- 
vented any attempt at rescue. Priests assisted 
to keep the people in order. The prisoners 
were taken to Cork jail. 

Busi, October 31.—News of Mr. O’Brien’s 
coming spread like lightning throughout Cork, 
and asaresultthe streets through which it 
was supposed he would pass were packed with 
people when he arrived. The vicinity of the 
prison was occupied by astrong force of armed 
police. Fully one hundred cars followed the 
car occupied by Mr. O’Brien, which was 
driven rapidly through the city to the prison. 
Several accidents occurred but nobody was 
seriously injured. On arriving at the prison 
Mr. O’Brien compelled the police to remove 
him forcibly from the carriage. He was ac- 
companied to prison by the mayor. Ahrn, 
vice chairman of the board of guardians, tried 
to address the crowd from avehicle but the 
police forbade any speaking. Ahrn then moy- 
ed adistance off and made aspeech without 
being molested. Then the crowd formed a 

yrocession and marched away, singing ‘‘God 
Save Ireland.’’ Throughout the proceedings 
the wildest enthusiasm was shown.

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The Cotton Movement. 
The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of the cotton movement, says 
that for the week ending last Friday night, 
the total receipts have reached 294,954 bales 
against 271,799 bales last week, 276,876 
bales the previous week and 251,181 bales 
three weeks since, making the total receipts 


| since the Ist of September, 1887, 1,749,571 


bales, against 1,345,801 bales for the same 
period of 1886, showing an increase since 
September 1, 1887, of 405,770 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
217,919 bales, of which 116,732 were to 
Great Britain, 44,018 to France and 57,169 
to the rest of the continent. The total sales 
for forward delivery for the week are 543,500 
bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up this week 1,819 bales, includ- 
ing forexport, 1,819 for consumption, 
— for speculation and — intransit. Of the 
above — bales were to arrive. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 20,000 bales. These figures indicate 
an increase in the cotton in sight of 378,598 
bales, as compared with the same date of 
1886. an increase of 543,493 bales as com- 
pared with the corresponding date of 1885 
and an increase of 177,723 bales as compar- 
ed with 1884. 

The old interior stocks have increased 
during the week 34,219 bales and are to- 
night 33,833 bales more than at the same 
period last year. The receipts at the same 
towns have been 10,782 bales less than the 
game week last year, and since September 
] the receipts at all the towns are 195,399 
bales more than for the same time in 1886. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1887, are 1,994,494 
bales: in 1886 were 1,524,738 bales; in 1885 
were 1,578,910 bales. Although the receipts 
‘at the outports the past week were 294,904 
bales, the actual movement from the plan- 
tations was 333,987 bales, the balance going 
to increase the stocks at the interior towns. 
Last year the receipts from the plantations 
lor the same week were 301,959 bales, and 
for 1885 they were 313,148 bales, 

The increase in amount in sight tonight,as 
compared with last year, is 412,585 bales, 
the increase as compared with 1855 is 448,- 
136 bales, and the increase over 1884 is 453,- 
B02 bales. }
